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In connection with investigation being conducted 
in the MURK1N case, the main Bureau file on Martin Luther 
King, Jr.'s activities (100-106670) was reviewed.

WRITTEN THREATS i 

On 7/7/64, and 3/26/65, anonymous letters were 
sent to the editor of the “Charlotte Observer," Charlotte, 
North Carolina, critical of President Johnson, Vice President 
Humphrey, Chief Justice Warren and King.
